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A BETTER link between Ely and King’s 
Lynn could be achieved by simply im¬ 
proving junctions along the way but cam¬ 
paigners have warned that just increasing 
capacity is not enough. 

A dual carriageway route along the A10 
appears to be off the cards. A report from 
consultants Mott MacDonald suggests 
dualling of the whole route is unlikely to 
offer value for money as congestion levels 

- a key driver of transport business cases 

- do not appear to warrant this. 

It is suggested that further work is un¬ 
dertaken focusing on improving link and 
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junction capacity from Ely to Littleport 
and around West Winch off the A10. 

According to a report that went before 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s econo¬ 
my and environment committee 1st week: 
“A feasibility study has been commis¬ 
sioned to support emerging development 
in Ely and design schemes which will 
mitigate the impact such development 
will have on the local transport network.

Revealed: Long-lost 
wife-swapping colony 



A TEAM of Cambridge archaeologists 
who unearthed the site of Cambridge¬ 
shire’s long-lost Victorian utopia project 
have released a video on their findings. 

The excavations were undertaken in 
Manea by the Cambridge Archaeological 
Unit, under the direction of Dr Marcus 
Brittain, in partnership with the Octavia 
Hill Birthplace House. 

It was in 1838 that farmer, one-time 
sailor and lay Methodist minister William 
Hodson bought a plot of land in Manea. 

Inspired by socialist visions, he aimed 
to establish a cooperative community 
where everyone would be ‘equal’. 

But despite abolishing all money and 
working the land together, this utopian 
vision became marred by personality 
clashes and objections to the practice of 
Tree love’. 

The Manea Fen project then came 
crashing down just two-and-a-half-years 
later when a key investor from Wisbech 
went bust in 1841. 

Speaking in a podcast as part of the 
Ouse Washes Project, local historian Mike 
Petty described how the project, which 
was once home to 150 people, failed. 

He said: “They abolished money but 
they also abolished matrimony and the 
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married couples who had subscribed to 
a new vision there suddenly decided they 
had something they didn’t want to share. 

“They tended to leave and that left the 
colony with no ladies. 

“To find ladies they had to advertise in 
Manchester newspapers and the people 
who left spread gossip about the goings 
on in the colony.” 

There was also moral opposition from 
the Christian advocate at Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity lead by Rev Pearson, who saw the 
project as dangerous. 

William Hodson stayed until 1846 be¬ 
fore heading off to America, where he be¬ 
came a founding member of a colony in 
Wisconsin called jane’s Ville. 

Despite its eventual failure, the project 
was one of the more successful 19th cen¬ 
tury social experiments, with its achieve¬ 
ments documented in The Working Bee, a 
weekly newspaper printed on-site. 

Built around a central square, the vil¬ 
lage included terraces of cottages, a 


public dining hall, communal kitchen, 
a school and a grand tower from which 
much of the fen could be observed over 
tea. 

All of this was built by the colonists 
themselves - most of them handpicked as 
skilled labourers - from locally-sourced 
materials. 

Since the excavation work began last 
year the team has been successful in lo¬ 
cating the wood and brick foundations of 
some of the original buildings, along with 
pits containing the refuse discarded by 
their inhabitants. 

Site director for the Manea Colony Ar¬ 
chaeology project, Dr Brittan said: “These 
indicate that the buildings were fairly 
sizeable, but relatively flimsy in construc¬ 
tion and maybe not equipped for sustain¬ 
ing 1,000 years’ of community as was en¬ 
visaged in their design. 

“Their refuse also tells us that personal 
adornment with decorative dress items 
was commonplace, in spite of concerns 
that the promotion of individuality led to 
greed and disharmony in the industrial 
world.” 

The 2016 evacuations were funded by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund as part of the 
Ouse Washes Landscape Partnership.

Prepare for an autumn rat invasion 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE is 
primed for a rat invasion 
this autumn, according to 
the British Pest Control 
Association (BPCA). 

It has warned rats will 
crawl out of their summer 
nests and hunker down 
inside homes across the 
UK as the weather turns 
cooler and wetter. 

Dee Ward-Thompson, 
BPCA technical manager, 
said: “The first evidence 
of rats in a home is often 
noises under the floor, in 
the walls or loft, as that’s 
where most will head to 
once they’re inside. 

“Quite apart from the 


water tanks and chew on 
wood or electrical wires, 
which can pose a fire 
hazard. 

“They’ll also do their 
best to find sources 
of food, which means 
they can soon move to 
other areas of the house 
occupied by humans.” 

The average house 
has more than a dozen 
possible ways for rats 
to enter. They can fit 
through spaces as 
small as 15mm, such as 
plumbing pipes or gaps 
in the eaves. 

How to guard your 
home: 


holes or crevices that 
could provide rats with a 
way into your home. 

• Remove potential 
nesting sites by keeping 
gardens clean and tidy, 
cutting back overgrown 
areas and clearing any 
piles of debris. 

• Ensure doors and 
windows can be closed 
properly and that drain 
inspection covers are 
well maintained. 

• Keep bins well 
maintained with their 
lids closed, dispose of 
rubbish carefully and 
don’t leave leftover food 
lying around. Cover

Exclusions 
on increase 
in schools 


BULLYING, violence, drugs, rac¬ 
ism, sexual misconduct and theft 
are among the reasons pupils have 
been excluded from classes at acad¬ 
emy schools in Cambridgeshire. 

Already this term, school bags 
have been checked for knives at 
North Cambridge Academy after 
an 11 -year-old boy allegedly threat¬ 
ened two girls with a knife after 
their first day at secondary school. 

The incident is said to have hap¬ 
pened when the 12-year-old girls, 
who had just started in Year 7, at 
another school, were at Nuns Way 
recreation ground. 

Some 2,623 pupils at academies 
were excluded from classes since 
2015. In 2015/16 there were 1,785 
exclusions, and a further 838 from 
September last year to March 2017. 

Figures for permanent exclusions 
have been included in the overall 
figure to prevent the identification 
of individual pupils. 

Other infringements which have

led to exclusions include persistent 
disruptive behaviour, causing dam¬ 
age, verbal abuse, alcohol use and 
physical attacks. 

Last year saw a record number of 
suspensions for primary pupils in 
the county who attacked teachers. 

There were 327 fixed-term exclu¬ 
sions for primary pupils in the area 
in 2015/16 for physical assaults on 
adults in their schools - up from 188 
in 2014/15 and the highest number 
since at least 2006/07. There were 
19 instances of secondary pupils in 
the area being suspended for physi¬ 
cal attacks on adults in 2015/16. 

A Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said: “Our teams 
work closely with school staff and 
families to keep pupils in school. It 
is always disappointing when pu¬ 
pils are excluded, and it is always a 
last resort.” 



Another low point in city after bridge incident 


ANOTHER vehicle has collided 
with Ely’s low-slung railway 
bridge. 

Drivers suffered delays in the 
city on Monday after the accident 
at around 1.23pm, which partially 
blocked the A142 Station Road. 


The railway bridge has been 
struck many times in recent 
years, despite signs warning 
drivers to beware the height limit. 

Two weeks ago, the structure 
was damaged when a white van 
got stuck underneath it, before 


the driver managed to reverse 
out. 

Network Rail later had to 
assess the structure, which 
caused major traffic tailbacks in 
and out of the city via the busy 
A142.

Trust’s increase in spending 
on private ambulance services 



NHS spending on private ambu¬ 
lances in the eastern region has 
more than doubled in the past year 
because of staff shortages. 

Data collected by the Press As¬ 
sociation has revealed that ambu¬ 
lance trusts across the country are 
using private firms to help answer 
999 calls and transport people to 
hospital. 

In our region, the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
racked up a bill of £14,012,429, in 
2016/17, compared to £6,639,335 
the year before. 

Nationwide, the bill was £78 mil¬ 
lion, similar to 2015/16, but up 22 
per cent from 2014/15, which was 
£64 million. 

Private ambulances are hired 
from private firms as well as chari¬ 
ties such as St fohn Ambulance and 
the Red Cross. 

Experts said soaring demand was 
behind the need for them, as well as 
problems moving patients through 
hospitals, which means NHS am¬ 
bulances cannot be freed up. 

The Royal College of Emergency 
Medicine’s president, Dr Taj Has- 
san, said: “It is concerning trusts are 
having to use part of their budget 
for private ambulances, and serves

to highlight the current levels of de¬ 
mand emergency departments are 
facing. 

“Under-resourced departments 
are struggling with overcrowding 
and ‘exit block’, when patients can¬ 
not be moved in a timely manner to 
a ward. 

“This means patients are waiting 
longer to be seen and ambulances 
cannot offload patients quickly, be¬ 
cause there is no room for them. 

“Ambulances then have to queue 
outside emergency departments 
for longer than should be neces¬ 
sary, delaying them from getting 
back out into the community, and 
creating a need for private ambu¬ 
lances.” 

fonathan Street, spokesman for 
the College of Paramedics, said 
NHS ambulance staff were “un¬ 
der heavy pressure due to growing 
numbers of 999 calls”. 

He added: “These services are 
increasingly reliant on paramed¬ 
ics and other ambulance clinicians 
within the private sector to meet 


the demand, which involves con¬ 
siderable cost.” 

He said a high turnover of NHS 
staff was affected by levels of stress, 
increasing workloads and para¬ 
medics wishing to work in other 
areas. 

He added: “Large numbers of 
students are currently studying 
degree-level paramedic education. 

“The college is confident that in¬ 
creasing numbers of qualified para¬ 
medics in the next few years will see 
a reduction in the need for reliance 
on the private sector routinely, sav¬ 
ing them for use only at times of 
surges in demand.” 


A Department of Health spokes¬ 
man said: “The ambulance service 
answers more than 10 million calls 
every year and the vast majority of 
patients get an excellent service. 

“Occasionally, ambulance trusts 
use other providers including St 
fohn Ambulance to help with spikes 
in demand, and these providers are 
subject to the same rigorous safety 
and quality inspections as NHS am¬ 
bulances.” 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Service NHS Trust said: 
“Over the last few years, the trust 
has hired hundreds of new staff to 
improve the service for our patients 


and to meet growing demand. 

“We continue to increase our own 
front-line staffing, which has ena¬ 
bled us to significantly reduce our 
use of private ambulance services 
this financial year and in the first 
five months of 2017/18 our private 
ambulance spend was £1.7 million. 

“We plan to spend around £3 mil¬ 
lion this year on front line support 
and will dynamically review it to 
keep our patients safe. 

“Recruiting trained staff, par¬ 
ticularly registered paramedics, is 
extremely challenging and while 
we continue to recruit and train a 
significant number of patient fac¬ 
ing staff, we continue to use private 
ambulance services so we can re¬ 
spond to patients as quickly as pos¬ 
sible and give them the best possi¬ 
ble service. 

“Like the vast majority of UK 
ambulance services, we use Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) regis¬ 
tered private ambulance services 
so we can respond to patients as 
quickly as possible. Alongside the 
requirement to be officially CQC 
accredited, each provider we use is 
also subject to our own internal ap¬ 
proval processes and regular qual¬ 
ity reviews.”

A10 junctions 
focus of study

“This feasibility study will 
focus on specific junction 
improvements, specifically 
the A142/Lancaster Way, 
A142/A10 (Witchford Road) 
andA142/A10 (Angel Drove) 
roundabouts. Consequently, 
there is a significant align¬ 
ment between the recom¬ 
mendations above and the 
objectives of the feasibility 
study.”

er range of solutions. 

Edward Leigh, a cam¬ 
paigner with Smarter Cam¬ 
bridge Transport, said: “It is 
critical, and it is right to fo¬ 
cus on it as a problem. 

“We don’t believe the solu¬ 
tion is to dual the road. All 
that will do is displace the 
problem to other parts of 
the network. The Mil can’t 
cope with more traffic, and 
dualling the A10 will push 
more traffic in this direction. 


“The fact is there is a rail¬ 
way line that could take 
some of the load. It would 
seem far more sensible to 
try to reduce the amount of 
road traffic and address ca¬ 
pacity issues that way. 

We need less congested 
roads for people coming into 
the area. There are particu¬ 
lar problems in Waterbeach. 
The road isn’t fit for purpose 
at the moment, it’ll be even 
worse once the Waterbeach 
barracks are developed.”

1 in 4 first-time 
buyers forced to 
borrow longer 



MORE radical solutions are needed to fix Cam¬ 
bridge’s “broken” housing market, as the News 
reveals that a quarter of first-time buyers in the 
city and beyond sign up to 35-year mortgages. 

Last year, 27.4 per cent of mortgages taken 
out by first-time buyers in the CB postcode, 
(461 out of 1,680) was for a term of 35 years or 
longer. The proportion in the first quarter of 
this year rose to 29.8 per cent. 

This compared to 13.9 per cent in 2006, ac¬ 
cording to data released following a Freedom 
of Information request to the Financial Con¬ 
duct Authority, which regulates the financial 
sector. 

In comparison, 12.5 per cent of all loans tak¬ 
en out in 2016 were for 35 years or more. Among 
first-time buyers in the area, 16 per cent took 
out a mortgage that was 4.5 times their income 
or more last year, compared to 11.6 per cent in 
2007 - just as the financial crash hit. 

This rose to 18.7 per cent in the first quar¬ 
ter of 2017, making first-time buyers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire 1.7 times more likely to take out 
large income multiple mortgages compared to 
the national average of 11.1 per cent.

Cambridge MP Daniel Zeichner said more 
needed to be done to ease the situation, par¬ 
ticularly for younger people in the city. 

He said: “I am very concerned to hear peo¬ 
ple are signing up for ever longer mortgages. It 
will be harder on people through their working 
lives, but will also artificially inflate the housing 
market. 

“At the moment, it is really difficult, particu¬ 
larly for first-time buyers. We need to build 
more houses, but it is no good if those houses 
just become investment opportunities. To re¬ 
ally break the cycle needs radical change.” 

The city’s executive councillor for housing, 
Kevin Price, said long-term mortgages were of¬ 
ten all younger buyers could afford, but noted 
that they would affect buyers long into later life. 

“They won’t have paid it off until well into 
their 60s,” he said. “Not only are many people 
taking out longer-term mortgages when they 
buy for the first time, but they are older than 


the average first-time buyer a decade ago, and 
are having to put down much higher deposits. 

“People used to be able to afford to buy their 
first house in their mid-20s and now the aver¬ 
age age, especially in the South, is 30 or older 
and the average deposit has doubled to well 
over £30,000. 

“Longer-term mortgages are, in many cases, 
the only way someone can afford to buy at all 
but it means that they won’t have paid it off un¬ 
til well into their 60s. Overall homeownership 
is falling, especially in Cambridge, and if we are 
to reverse that trend the Government need to 
radically rethink their housing policies. 

“There’s no sign of that happening and we are 
on the sixth housing minister in seven years, 
which tells you all you need to know about how 
seriously the Government really takes fixing 
this broken market.” 

However, Mark Harris, chief executive of 
mortgage broker SPF Private Clients, said long¬ 
er-term mortgages were sometimes the only 
way to get on the property ladder. 

He said: “The days of the 25-year mortgage 
are a thing of the past. More people are opt¬ 


ing for longer terms of 30, 35 or even 40 years 
because it helps with affordability- paying the 
mortgage back over a longer period of time 
means cheaper mortgage payments. 

“Of course, borrowers do pay more interest 
in the long run and that has to be factored in 
when working out how much a mortgage will 
cost you. But if it means the difference between 
getting on the housing ladder or not, then most 
borrowers would be prepared to do so. 

“The days of the 25-year mortgage are a 
thing of the past. Tighter affordability rules 
brought in since the downturn mean that lend¬ 
ers are scrutinising borrowers’ outgoings as 
well as income when deciding how much they 
can borrow. 

“While income multiples may seem high, 
borrowers are stress-tested at a much higher 
rate of interest than the one they are currently 
paying so that the lender is confident that they 
can afford the mortgage even if rates rise.” 

Duncan Stott, an affordable house price 
campaigner for Priced Out UK, said longer 
mortgages would only worsen the city’s hous¬ 
ing situation and they should not be offered.

Proposals to build 5,000 
homes and new station

THE first steps have been taken to 
build 5,000 homes and a new railway 
station in Waterbeach. 

An initial environmental scoping 
report has been submitted to South 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
ahead of a formal planning applica¬ 
tion. 

Landowners RLW Estates’ master 
plan for the land north of the village 
includes retail, leisure, primary and 
secondary schools and new land¬ 
scaping. 

The 231-hectare site sits along¬ 
side Urban & Civic’s separate plans 
to build 6,500 homes at the former 
Waterbeach Barracks and airfield. 

If both developments progress, the 
village’s 5,000-resident population 
could more than treble in the coming 
decades. 

Part of the RLW Estates propos¬ 
als also include moving the existing 
Waterbeach station further north. 

Plans for a ‘new town’ at Water¬ 
beach were part of South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 2014 


Local Plan that made provision for 
19,000 new homes, including other 
large developments at Cambourne 
and Bourn Airfield. 

An examination of the Local Plan is 
still ongoing, while a supplementary 
planning document (SPD) is being 
drafted by council officers to guide 
the detailed design of the new town. 

hollowing a public exhibition in 
April, RLW estates has been asked 
to submit an Environmental Impact 
Assessment laying out the potential 
effects of the proposed development 
on the local area. 

RLW is a joint venture company 


bringing together a local landowning 
trust, St fohn’s College, The Royal Lon¬ 
don Mutual Assurance Company and 
Cambridge-based developer Turn¬ 
stone Estates. 

The developer now plans to launch 
a new phase of consultation with res¬ 
idents starting in October. 

Chris Goldsmith, director of RLW

From a tiny lib baby 
to first day at school

A LITTLE boy born weighing barely 
more than lib will be walking to school 
this month - and it’s all thanks to doc¬ 
tors at Addenbrooke’s. 

Ethan Bird weighed just lib loz (490g) 
at birth and doctors told his parents they 
didn’t expect him to survive when he was 
born at 26 weeks. 

The tot became life-threateningly ill 
with chronic lung disease caused by pre¬ 
maturity and needed an emergency trans¬ 
fer to Addenbrooke’s for lifesaving treat¬ 
ment when he was just nine months old. 

Although his parents feared he may not 
make it, Ethan survived after he was ven¬ 
tilated, and later discharged on oxygen. 

His doctors thought he may never walk 
or talk, but he has taken his first steps 
and began communicating with noises 
and gestures after the birth of his baby 
brother, fude, who is 20 months old. 

Ethan, now four, of Filby, near Great 
Yarmouth, has been to Addenbrooke’s 
numerous times to have a gastrostomy 
tube fitted and for breathing support. 

His parents Sarah Bird, 38, and her 
husband Scott, 42, are now excited to see 
Ethan start at school.

Mrs Bird said: “When we were told 
that Ethan needed to be transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s in order to save his life 
we were extremely frightened. 

“It seemed so far away for our baby to 
go - and we were worried that he might 
have to fight his battle alone.” 


When the parents arrived at the hospi¬ 
tal, they were taken to the parents’ room 
where staff broke the devastating news 
that they might not be taking their son 
home. 

“But it was as if Ethan knew what they 
were telling us because suddenly he be¬ 
gan fighting back,” said Mrs Bird. 

“Thankfully, we were never far from 
Ethan’s side as we were supported by The 
Sick Children’s Trust which gave us free 
‘Home from Home’ accommodation, just 
minutes from his cot in intensive care. 

“Since that initial admission, we have 
been back to Addenbrooke’s on a few oc¬ 
casions. 

“We were told that Ethan may never be 
able to walk or talk but he’s just started to 
walk and since having his little brother 
Jude around he’s began communicating. 

“We are so proud of him and how well 
he’s doing.” 

Ethan is now thriving and is currently 
only on oxygen throughout the night. 

His parents said they were proud of 
him starting the next chapter of his life. 

“I thought I’d be really tearful about 
Ethan starting school, but seeing how 
much he’s come on since attending nurs¬ 
ery has made me really excited about him 
taking this next big step,” said Mrs Bird. 

“We know he’s going to be just fine.”

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Why commit the 
moments you've almost 
died to print? Maggie 
O'Farrell tells ELLA 
WALKER how her 
daughter propelled her 
to write new memoir, 

I Am, I Am, I Am 


F OR someone who's written 
about all the times she's 
almost died, and now has to 
talk about it, Maggie 
O'Farrell is surprisingly 
cheerful. 

The author laughs loudly and 
frequently, and when asked 
whether writing a memoir is a bit 
like writing your own obituary, she 
jokes, "18 brushes with death!?" 

But Maggie, 45, doesn't actually 
like being centre of attention ("I 
was never one of those kids who 
wanted to be in the school play, 
quite the opposite,") and you get 
the sense she'd much rather be at 
home in Edinburgh, swimming in 
the sea, or writing novels in the 
cracks of time that appear between 
looking after her three young 
children, than focusing on her 
darkest moments. And yet, the 
Coleraine-born novelist has gone 
and written a memoir. 

I Am, I Am, I Am: Seventeen 
Brushes With Death began in 
private as an extension of the 
diaries Maggie has kept since she 
was young ("There must be 
hundreds by now,") and was never 
written with the intention that it 
would one day be published. 

"It was something that crept up 
on me," says the author, writer of 
After You'd Gone, This Must Be The 
Place and Costa Novel Awards 2010 
winner The Hand That First Held 
Mine. She muses: "Books are filters 
for all sorts of things..." 

It’s a leap when a well-loved 
fiction writer turns to memoir, a 
genre that can be sluggish with 
indulgent autobio¬ 
graphical notes and 
mushy sentiment, but I 
Am, I Am, I Am doesn't 
slide into those traps. 

Instead, it's deftly 
written, emotionally 
bruising and blazes with 
honesty. 

Riven into 17 near- 
fatal experiences, all 
scrambled out of 
chronological order and 
marked by antique 
anatomical drawings - a 
delicate skeleton inside a 
marble sculpture; a spine sus¬ 
pended, free of its ribs and pelvic 
anchor; a blackened lung frothing 
with itty-bitty alveoli - it recalls the 
terrifying moments Maggie tussled 
with the possibility she may not 
take another breath. 

There are instances that are 
almost universal - that stomach¬ 
tumbling fear that comes when you 
realise you've swum out of your 
depth; feeling the whoosh of a lorry 
as it hurtles by too close and 
perilously fast; sprinting across a 
road as your parents yell at you to 



slow down, to look where you're 
going - and others that are 
unimaginably scary - a knife-point 
mugging; a debilitating childhood 
illness; a labour gone horribly 
awry. 

While slivers of herself undoubt¬ 
edly appear in her previous books, 
memoir, Maggie says, is close to the 
bone. "It does feel much more 
exposing, because even if you put 
something in a novel that did come 
from real life, you've always got the 
mask of fiction to hide behind." 

She decided to step out from 

behind that mask for her 
eight-year-old daughter, 
who was born with a 
severe immunology 
disorder that means, if 
she collides with one of 
her triggers ("If she eats 
something with a trace 
of a nut. Or if she sits at 
a table where someone 
has recently consumed 
sesame seeds. Or if an 
egg is cracked nearby," 
Maggie writes. "I could 
go on,") it can plunge 
her into critical 
anaphylactic shock. 

"So, she has quite a few brushes 
with death herself," she explains. "I 
began writing something about it 
in private for myself, to come to 
terms with that, to try and under¬ 
stand what she was going through 
- and also how best to help her - 
but it got larger and larger." 

She ended up mentioning the 
growing manuscript to her agent, 
who gradually persuaded her to 
share it. 

"The structure allows me to 
reveal almost as much as I 


conceal," says Maggie, explaining 
how she managed to execute a land 
of hopscotch between what is and 
isn't told. "There's an awful lot that 
isn’t in the book. Yes, some of it is 
years or times when not much 
happened, but there’s also other 
stuff in there that I don't want to 
talk about, obviously, and the 
structure of the book allows me to 
skip over those bits." 

One of those bits she does 
include - a mountain path 
encounter with a murderer - is a 
story she'd only ever previously 
told her husband, the writer 
William Sutcliffe. 

"I'm not saying I'm not going to 
talk about it," she explains cau¬ 
tiously, "but writing it wasn't 
actually too bad, because it felt very 
private and I could just do it. But I 
did an event the other day and they 
wanted to ask about it a lot, and I 
did find verbalising it quite 
difficult." 

She has pickled the story in ink 
until her daughter is old enough to 
understand why, when she asked a 
couple of years ago whether she 
and Maggie could go hiking 
together, just the two of them, the 
answer was no. "I remember I said, 
T don't think so, we can all go 
together,' and her asking why. Obvi¬ 
ously I wasn't going to tell her then, 
because she was only six. I 
remember thinking, At some point, 
I will have to tell you that story’ - 
and how on earth do you have that 
conversation with your child?" 

Writing I Am, I Am, I Am 
involved not just scouring the 
nebulous and less-visited sections 
of her memory, but also required 
unearthing childhood medical 


records from when she contracted 
viral encephalitis. The former 
deputy literary editor of the 
Independent On Sunday says 
writing it was a very different 
ordeal compared to her usual work. 
"A novel feels like creation, and this 
felt like excavation," she says, 
adding wryly. "I don't know how 
cathartic it was." 

She had always been wary of the 
idea of memoir "just because it felt 
like such a tax on your friends and 
family, and I wouldn't ever want to 
expose people" So, she was 
discreet; family members' names 
are absent, their roles pared back, 
their privacy guarded. Maggie 
doesn't subscribe to the view that, 
as an author, the people in your life 
are fair game for spinning into 
fiction. "I don't think everything 
around you as a writer belongs to 
you - your own life does, but your 
own life is linked with other 
people's so you have to be very 
careful at those junctures." 

"I mean, I wouldn't want to be 
written about in a memoir 
particularly," she adds with a light 
laugh. 

Further non-fiction is not on 
Maggie's to-do list (but "never say 
never"), however, another novel is. 
"I usually have something in the 
back of my mind simmering away, 
and I have started something, 
another novel," she teases. "It feels 
a huge relief to go back to being 
able to make things up."

RODDY Doyle leaves a 
portion of his trade¬ 
mark humour at the 
door in this tale of 
resurfacing childhood 
trauma and middle- 
age malaise. 

After separating 

from his wife, Victor Forde is back 
living alone in the neighbourhood 
where he once went to school - in 
the 1960s, under the controversial 
Christian Brothers regime that 
would years later deliver Ireland 
one of its darkest abuse scandals. 

It is a chance meeting, in his new 
local, with a man purporting to be 
an old classmate, that prompts 
Victor to recall his experiences at 
the hands of the Brothers. 

The progression of the book is 
not chronological and chapters flit 
around in time. 

Doyle's skill with dialogue keeps 
a thread of Irish charm running 
through the novel, but the overall 
impression is of a writer trying to 
do something different. The shock 
'twist' ending is a bold gamble.

1 celery stalk, thickly sliced 
Pared zest and juice of 1 lemon 

2 carrots 

2 waxy potatoes, peeled and cut 

into quarters 

45 g (V /2 oz) butter 

45 g (V /2 oz) plain flour, plus extra 

for dusting 

Salt and black pepper 

125 g (4 oz) frozen peas 

175 g (6 oz) shortcrust pastry 

Beaten egg yolk, for glazing 

REQUIRED EQUIPMENT 

2 litre (3 V 2 pint) pie dish 

METHOD 

1. Put the chicken, stock, 
onion, celery, and lemon 
zest into a large saucepan. 
Bring to a boil, cover, and 
simmer for 30 minutes. 

2. Add the carrots and 
potatoes, cover, and simmer 
for about 20 minutes or 
until the vegetables are 
cooked and the chicken is 
just tender. Remove the veg¬ 
etables from the liquid and 


set aside. Leave the chicken 
to cool in the liquid. 

3. Remove the meat from 
the chicken, and cut 
into bite-sized pieces, 
discarding the skin and 
bones. Dice the vegetables. 

4. Skim the fat from the 
cooking liquid, then bring 
600 ml (1 pint) of the liquid 
to a boil. Melt the butter in 
another pan, add the flour, 
and cook, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, for 1 minute. Stir in the 
hot stock, whisking until it 
comes to a boil and 
thickens. Add the lemon 
juice and season with salt 
and pepper. 

5. Stir the chicken, diced 
vegetables, and peas into 
the sauce, then leave to 
cool. 

6. On a lightly floured work 
surface, roll out the pastry 
and cut out the lid, then fill, 
cover, and decorate the 
pie. 

7. Bake in a preheated oven 
at 190°C (170°C fan, Gas 5) 
for 30 minutes or until the 
top is crisp and golden 
brown. Serve hot.

I'M a bit dizzy as in the past two 
weeks I've made new wine 
discoveries and remembered old 
ones. 

First, my new discoveries. Last 
week I went to Veneto in Italy, to 
visit the home of Soave white 
wines and some delicious reds 
from Colli Berici. 

I'll share some wines with you 
in a couple of weeks, but for 
now, my first wine discovery was 
this; an Italian fizz based 
on a native grape called 
durella, which is made into a 
sparkling wine called durello. 

I was slap bang in the 
heart of prosecco land and 
you know what, in four days 
I didn't sip a single glass of 
the stuff. I asked if durello 
was the new prosecco, but 
apparently it is little-known

even in Italy. I was so giddy 
when I visited the wine co-oper¬ 
ative Cantina Di Soave (which 
sits in the shadow of the Soave 
city walls and its castle) to be 
told by the team that they 
export a durello wine to the 
1 UK. 

Here it is folks. Left, 
Settecento33 Spumante 
Brut NV (£10, oddbins.com, 
12% abv). If you love fizz, 
and you love trying new 
things, then give it a go. This 
fizz is a treat, with crispy 


apple and pears centre stage but 
layers of tangier fruit too, such as 
grapefruit and lemons. The grapes 
are grown in soils influenced by 
now extinct volcanoes and the 
wine has a mineral, upright edge. 

Now, to remembering an old 
discovery. Many, many moons 
ago, when my wine life was but a 
dream, I visited Chablis and it 
was that trip which started me 
on this wine adventure. Chablis 
is in Burgundy, France, and the 
white wines are classic, with 
chardonnay grapes growing 
on vines which seek nutrients 
deep down in an ancient 
seabed. An entry-level wine is 
petit chablis and it is lovely to 
see one being released in 
Lidl's new French Wine Cellar 
range (due in shops on 
September 28). Domaine de 


Oliveira Lecestre Petit Chablis 

(£10.99,12.5% abv), below, has 
aromas of lemon and crisp freshly 
sliced green apples, and just a 
flirt with springtime flowers. 
Petit chablis is the lowest of 
the four levels of Chablis 
wines and the simplest to 
embrace; then comes Chablis 
(the most common) the 
premier cru and finally 
grand cru. Other picks in 
Lidl's French range include 
an Alsace Vieilles Vignes 
Gewiirztraminer (£7.99, 
13% abv), a Rhone red, 
Memoire du Terroir 
Cairanne Cotes du Rhone 
Villages (£5.99,13.5% 
abv) and a tasty dry 
cremant, L'Ephemere 
Cremant de Limoux Brut 
(£7.99,12.5% abv). 



■ Also in my glass ... the previous 
cremant leads me on nicely to 
Tesco Finest Cremant de Limoux 
Rose (£11) which I know in another 
life was voted one of the Sud de 
France Languedoc-Roussillon Top 
100 wines (head to suddefrance- 
top100.co.uk to discover more). 

I wanted to bring you this wine 
the other week in my cremant 
feature but as it was so new on 
Tesco's shelves (and hot off the 
press) I needed to confirm the 
price. 

It is a blend of chardonnay, 
chenin and pinot noir and is dry, 
toasty, and laden with fresh 
redcurrants and raspberries. I 
sipped with a steak and salad and 
it was delicious.

INGREDIENTS 

(576 calories per servinG) 

11 sheets of filo pastry 
60g (2 oz) butter, melted 

BEEF LAYER INGREDIENTS 

30g (1 oz) butter 
1 kg (2 lb) lean minced beef 
1 tbsp plain flour 

1 x 400g can chopped tomatoes 

2 tbsp tomato puree 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

1 tsp caster sugar 
Salt and black pepper 

SPINACH AND CHEESE LAYER 
INGREDIENTS 

625g (1 Va lb) spinach leaves, tough 
stalks removed, roughly chopped 
90g (3 oz) mature Cheddar cheese, 
grated 

90g (3 oz) Gruyere or Emmental 
cheese, grated 

125g (4 oz) full-fat soft cheese 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

METHOD 

1. Prepare the beef layer: 
melt the butter in a large 
saucepan, add the minced 
beef, and cook, stirring, for 
10-15 minutes or until the 
meat is browned all over. 

2. Add the flour and cook, 
stirring, for 1 minute. Add 



the tomatoes, tomato puree, 
garlic, and sugar, season 
with salt and pepper, and 
bring to a boil. Cover 
and simmer, stirring 
occasionally, for 35 minutes. 
Taste for seasoning. 

3. Meanwhile, prepare the 
spinach and cheese layer: 
wash the spinach and put it 
into a large saucepan. Cook 
over a gentle heat until the 
spinach wilts. Drain 
thoroughly, squeezing to 
remove excess water. Mix the 
spinach with the Cheddar, 
Gruyere or Emmental, soft 
cheese, and eggs, and season 
with salt and pepper. 

4. Spoon the beef mixture 
into a shallow ovenproof 
dish, then spoon the spinach 


mixture over the top. 

5. Prepare the filo topping 
for the dish (see below). 

6. Bake in a preheated oven 
at 200°C (180°C fan, Gas 6) 
for 20-25 minutes until the 
filo pastry is crisp and 
golden. Serve hot. 

PREPARING THE FILO TOPPING 

Brush three of the filo pastry 
sheets with a little of the 
melted butter and layer 
them on top of the spinach 
mixture, trimming to fit the 
dish if necessary. Arrange 
remaining eight filo pastry 
sheets over the dish, lightly 
brushing with a little butter 
and scrunching each one up, 
in order to completely cover 
the lower layer of filo pastry.

Turn into the 
prepared cake tin and level 
the surface. 

3. Bake in a preheated oven 


at 180°C (160°C fan, Gas 4) 
for about 50 minutes until the 
cake is well risen, firm to the 
touch, and beginning to 
shrink away from the sides of 
the tin. 

4. Leave the cake to cool in 
the tin for a few minutes. 

Turn out on to a wire rack, 
peel off the lining paper, and 
leave to cool completely. 

5. Make the topping: mix 
together the cheese, honey, 
and lemon juice. Spread on 
top of the cake and sprinkle 
the walnuts over the top. 

Store the cake in the fridge 
until ready to serve.

N ISSAN has revealed its latest Leaf all¬ 
electric model which will be on sale 
in the UK in January. 

The new Leaf - built in Britain at Nissan's 
Sunderland factory - is packed with new 
technology that will embrace the early steps 
of advanced driver assistance. 

Innovations include the e-Pedal which 
Nissan claim will allow motorists to drive 
and brake in a totally new and seamless 
way. 

The range of the new Leaf has also been 
increased and the vehicle is capable of 
covering 235 miles on a single charge. 

A higher capacity model with increased 
motor power and battery capacity allowing 
the Leaf to travel even further will be 
introduced towards the end of next year. 

The latest Leaf features three core new 
'intelligent' driving technologies. 

The first is Nissan's semi-autonomous 
ProPILOT advanced driver assistance 
system. Used during single-lane driving on 
the highway, it makes the drive easier, less 
stressful and more relaxing by helping to 
keep the car on track automatically. 

The second is ProPILOT Park, which will 
take control of all steering, acceleration, 


braking and gear selection to guide the car 
automatically into a parking spot. 

Also included is the e-Pedal, a new 
technology that allows drivers to start, 
accelerate, decelerate and stop just by 
adjusting input upon the accelerator pedal. 

When the accelerator is fully released, 
regenerative and friction brakes are applied 
automatically, gradually bringing the car to 
a complete stop. The conventional brake 
pedal must still be used in aggressive braking 
situations. 

New body design features include 
Nissan's signature V-motion grille similar to 
the Nissan X-Trail and Qashqai. It also has a 
floating roof and sleek LED headlamps. 

The redesigned interior features blue 
stitching in the seats, dashboard and 
steering wheel and comes with a new 
look seven-inch, full-colour display. Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto have been added 
to the infotainment system in cars equipped 
with the navigation system. 

The new Nissan LEAF replaces the first- 
generation model. More than 283,000 have 
been sold globally since 2010. 

Prices have yet to be announced, but the 
existing Leaf starts at around £26,000.

Insignia Sports Tourer 



AUXHALL'S latest Insignia Tourer has 
arrived and it's a cracker, writes Edward 
Stephens. 

If you have been driving the old Insignia for a 
while and think you know the model you'll be 
in for a shock when you slip behind the wheel 
of its successor. 

Not only is it lighter in weight, has more 
interior space and is quieter but it also features 
a host of excellent creature comforts - some of 
them optional extras - that make it a very easy 
car to live with. 

Despite no real change to the overall length 
of this estate car - although the wheelbase has 
been extended - the new model looks sleeker 
and more sporting, thanks in part to a reduction 
in height of 29mm, the fitting of silver roof rails 


and twin chrome strips which run from front to 
back. The use of lightweight materials means 
the car is now up to 200kg lighter, helping to 
improve handling and performance. And a 
redesigned luggage area has been increased by 
135 litres giving the car a massive 1,640-litre 
capacity - enough to suit even the most 
demanding of estate car drivers. 

Inside the new Insignia is impressive, with 
an up-market dashboard with eight-inch touch 
screen, leather sports seats, more head and 
leg room for rear seat passengers and a host of 
nice touches.The 1.6-litre SRi, for example, has 
heated seats front and rear, a heated steering 
wheel and heated front screen. 

It also came with a head-up display so you 
could read everything in the windscreen from 


your speed to what radio channel you were 
playing without having to take your eyes off the 
road. 

By any standards the Tourer is a long car but 
parking sensors front and back and best of all a 
rear-view camera made light work of parking in 
tight spots. 

On the road the 136ps diesel is beautifully 
torquey and remarkably quiet. It's mated to a 
six-speed manual gearbox which is one of the 
smoothest I have come across in a long time. 

The gearing makes it a very relaxed car for 
long distance touring with 70 miles per hour 
coming up at just 2000 revs in sixth. Conversely 
when you need the acceleration just drop a 
couple of gears, this car is only too happy to 
deliver. 


And if you want a bit of peace and quiet from 
youngsters in the rear seats on long journeys, 
Vauxhall's OnStar provides Wi-Fi for up to 
seven devices on the move so there's no more 
"are we nearly there yet?". 

This car also came with the new IntelliLux 
matrix headlights, a £1,010 optional extra but 
well worth it for superb night driving vision 
thanks to 32 LEDs which light the road ahead 
brilliantly without dazzling oncoming drivers. 

The new Insignia Sports Tourer is a great all 
round package which offers refined comfort, 
good performance, plenty of space and sensibly 
priced motoring with the promise of more than 
62 miles per gallon. 

And while that's the official figure I managed 
to achieve some 58mpg without even trying.

Ungless double 
in 'Bart's Bash' 

THE Ely club took part in 
a worldwide charity event 
on Sunday, raising funds for 
the Andrew Simpson Sailing 
Foundation. 

The event is in memory of the 
GB Olympic sailor Andrew 'Bart' 
Simpson, who died when the 
AC72 yacht he was sailing on 
capsised in San Francisco Bay at 
the America's Cup, and the aim of 
'Bart's Bash' is to get as many boats 
on the water at the same time. 

Ely welcomed 13 boats on to the 
water, with Gary Ungless in a Solo 
claiming first place in the 'Bart's 
Bash' race, closely followed by 
Chandler Stamford in a Laser. Alan 
White was third in his Solo. 

In addition to the usual club 
racers, several inexperienced 
sailors got on the water - Laura 
Campbell and Oliver Butler both 
in a Topper, Jo Woodall and 
her crews in a Wayfarer, as well 
as Cosimo and Joyce also in a 
Wayfarer who had just completed 
their sailing course the day before. 

In the second race, the winds 
eased, but first and second places 
remained the same, Ungless 
winning from Chandler Stamford 
with Ian Wakeling third (Comet) in 
a very fast race. 

Chandler Stamford won the final 
race by a minute on corrected time 
from White with Kirk Stamford 
(Topper) third. 


ELY Tigers ground out a 25-7 
victory against Wisbech in London 
League Division Three, Eastern 
Counties. 

Ely struck first in the rain when 
Joel Scott Paul slotted over after 
three points before, moments later, 
Alex Milne chipped over the top of 
Wisbech's blitz offence allowing 
Scott Paul to run in for a converted 
try to make it 10-0.

Darran Bennett started towards the end 
in improving conditions and set a personal 
best of 21 min for 10 miles, beating his best 
by 48sec. 

John Manlow was due to race on the 
FI4/25 course near Royston, but his race was 
also affected by water, this time from a burst 
main. 

The FI 4/25 course is two laps of a circuit, 
totalling 25 miles, but the burst main resulted 
in temporary traffic lights being installed and, 
as a result, the organisers shortened the race 
to a single lap of 11.7 miles which Manlow 
covered in 28.39. 

Sunday saw the start of the winter 
cyclocross season, with round one of 
the Eastern Cyclocross League held at 
Chelmsford. 

Junior Isaac Barton made his cyclocross 
bow in the first race of the season, finishing 
39th in the under-14 race.

Mason mourning 
the 10-man effect 


ROBBIE Mason admitted that Soham
